SOME FARMERS. 


How City Husbandmen Speculate 


on Crops and Discuss 


Weighty Subjects. 


The St. Nicholas Hotel is the head 


quarters of the Deeatnr farmers. Here 
they assemble day after day in both 
morning and evening sessions. The lead- 
ing and preferred topics under considera- 
tion change with the advance of Spring 
and the decline of summer. In the early 
spring the subject of drainage, vitrified 
brick and the effect of the late froste on 
the frnit receive due attention. When 
the season has advanced beyond the 
danger of frost the question of the pro- 
bable yield of wheat and oats lire con- 
sidered. At that time it is no uncommon 
thing for eome farmer who has been in 
the country with his covered buggy to 
drive up with large stools of wheat and 
outs which he is always careful to say 
were selected with a view of getting the 
most promising; but it is » fnir average. 
The council will at once take tip tbs 
matter with as much precision us a 
committee on short horns at a cattle 
show and the discussion at once begins. 
Bugs, stalk, grain and possible yield are 
fully 
diBCHEBed before the subject is 


dropped. 
These matters have received 


attention year after year in about the 
same way with about the aume results' 
Thia year, however, discussions have 
taken in a wider field and the possible 
effects of legislation upon the crop is 
considered in connection with too much 
bug, too much and too little rain. The 
McKiuley bill, among all kinds of legis- 
lation, eeems to have precedence. That 
bill has been discussed ou all diverging 
lines; it baa been discussed m all ita 
parta and bearings, from the duty on 
corka to the duty on teasel and the free 
list from sauerkraut to joes-sticks. The 
ilver bill stands second on the calender. 
It is scarcely necessary to say that on all 
these subjects these farmers have many 
and conflicting opinions. After hearing 
these discussions one is led to the opin- 
ion that these farmers could agree on no 
proposition. 
Present indications, how- 


ever, seem to show thtit the they are a 


little like the "Heathen Ohinee," and 


witli smiles that are "childlike and bland" 
;hey have succeeded in setting up one of 
tlie most formidable political jobs on 
record. In other words they have misled 
:he people with their public disagree- 
ments while they have secretly conspired 
,o control both political parties. 
The 


state treasurerehip is a very important 
ollioe with these farmers and will be 
contested for in this elate in the fall 
election. 
The Democrats 
nominated 


Farmer Wilson of Olney. This created 
no suspicion. But when, close upon the 
jeele of Wilson's nomination, came the 
announcement that Farmer 
Lindley, 


president of the state F. M. B. A. was a 
candidate and would probably receive the 
nomination for that oiliceat the hands of 
the Kepublicane things at once assumed 


suspicious complexion and from the 


scant evidence nt hanil it is fair to as- 
sume that these St. Nicholas farmers 
iiave set up n job on the politicians. This, 
if true, is bad business, for the reason 
that having two opposing candidates, 
either of whom suits them, they will lie 
upon their oars and fail to perform the 
jrdinary political duties of American cit- 
zenship. They will not go to the polls 
on election day, and what is still more 
important will refrain from contributing 
anything substantial to the campaign 
lund. They are shrewd ducks, these far- 
mers, and fully able to hedge against liny 
egislation that would seriously affect 
;heir ooneoiencesor wallets.

The production of cold by the com- 


pression of air is Ingeriotidyniaae to 
subserve the photographer's art. Air, 
when thus compressed and forced into » 
reservoir, becomes, as is well known, 
heated j but when cooled down again, 
before It Is suffered to escape, Its expan- 
sion is attended by great cold. U,wben 
compressed it Is allowed to cool down to 
the ordinary temperature and then es- 
cape, it will be cooled below that tem- 
perature just as mnch n» it was heated 
by compression! thus, if in being com- 
pressed it had been heated 100 deg., say 
from 60 to 160, and then allowed to cool 
to 60, it will, on escaping, be cooled 100 
deg. below 60, or to 40 (leg. below zero, 
which is the temperature at which mer- 
cury freezes, this, in fact, being the eim- 
plo principle of the cold aii chambers 
now BO extensively employed on ship- 
board for the transport of frozen provi- 
sions from Australia anil New Zealand.
